-1t would appear that there has been an
increpse In the number of registered
pupils in the publie; primary and gram-
wnr sehools in ten monthe of 8827, In
the industeinl and parochinl schools there
fus been o cotresponding increase, al-
though, na the latter are not under gov-
ernment anpervision, there art no definite
stntistica from them.  From the best in.
formation obtnined by the Superinton-
dent of Trunney, it iasafe to nssnme that,
in one year, this law has added 15,000 1o
the number of children recelving regular
instenetion either in public. or private
schools in the ity of New York alone,

The duily average nttendance in the
public primory, grammar and industrial
wehonls has inerenged 7,014 in ten month,
or in other words in ten months at an
expense for that period of only $14,-
i B3, nenrlg' 8,000 children have been
induced to abamdon a conrse of idlencss
and vograncy, fitting them Lo become
paupers nnd eriminalsgand to enter upon
o life of induatey and instrnetion such as
will pepare them to become thrifty and
law abiding citizens,

To the happy surprise of the Yruant
ngents they goon found that the parents
instend of opposing their efforts were
ready to nid them in every way in thelr
power, and i many instances the parents
themselves would send to the truant offi-
cer to come and help them to put their
ehildren to school,

The Superintendent goes ou Lo say that
“this flattering result §a due inalarge
degree Lo the enforcement of the com-
pulsory edueation law, and it may from
year to year be steadily and gheatly in-
creased without materinlly adding to the
expense simply by n more systematic
application of the Iaw.” Would it not
be wike for our law makers at Harris-
burg to give thiz law their attention.
